From St. Thomas.—The U.S schooner Beagle, 
Lieut. Comd’t Charles T. Platt, from St. Thomas, 
arrived at Norfolk on the 9th inst. She sailed from 
that port on the 18th ult. but experiencing severe 
weather, put into Ocracock for a harbour, on the 
4th inst. whence she sailed on Wednesday last for 
Washington city, and will proceed for her destina- 
tion the first wind. Lieut. Platt and lieut. Robert 
Ritchie, who have arrived in the Beagle, are the 
officers whose mai-treatment at Faxyardo, caused 
the visit of commodore Porter to that place, which 
produced the recal of that officer. They have re 
turned to the United States by the order of the Com- 
modore, preparatory to the investigation of that ai- 
fair, which it is understood is about to be instituted 
by Government. 

A dreadful FIRE broke out at St. Thomas 
on the 12th Feb—(icut. Ritchie, informs us that 
the loss was computed at between two and three 
millions of dollars. The number of houses con- 
sumed was thirteen hundred and thirty, and six 
thousand human beings had, by this sad disaster, 
been deprived of ashelter. ‘Ihe fire which is be- 
lieved to have originated in accident, broke out 20

» NEW POST OFFICE LAW.—Few acts of 
| Congress, says the National Intelligencer, can be 
|of genere/ interest than that consolidating and re- 
‘mouiung the legal provisions for the regulation 
'of the Post Office Department. Every man who | 
reads a newspaper, or writes a letter, is interested 
in this bill, which is but one of the several eviden- 
ces of the business character of the late Congress. 
The new provisions are not many, but there 
are some. Members of Congress, for example, 
are to enjoy the privilege of franking for sixty days, 
|(instead of thirty,) preceding and following each 
| Session of Congress. Printers are expressly au- 
thorised to sena printed or written notes of their 
accounts to thelr subscribers, instead of being 
prosecuted therefore, as has been attempted. ‘The 
punishment for robbery and embezzlement of let- 
ters 1s made somewhat more proportionate to the 
magnitude and enormity of tne offence, not to 
speak of the punishment devised for undue curio- 
ty, Ov ‘prying into another’s business.’ There is 
one fine imposed by the law which, we rather sus- 
pect, will make many a postmaster feel to see if 
his purse is safe. We refer to that which imposes 
a fine of fifty dollars for detaining any newspaper 
from its owner. or taking a peep into any packet 
not intended for bis office. By another provision, 
no Postmaster heres‘icr is to be contractor for, or 
concerned in carrying any Mail. This, also, is 
certainly a very proper regulation.

the banditti, that they were glad to make good their 
retreat, leaving two of the gang behind.—W”. Gaz, 

Road Making.—The system of road making, 
put in successful practice in Europe by Mr. 
M’Adam, has been adopted in Boston for their 
streets ; and it would appear from the ensuing pa- 
ragraph of the Eveniag Gazette of that city with 


/complete success. 


“ Whilst the best made unpaved streets about 
this city, are at this season very miry and deep, so 
that carts and carriages pass with extreme difficulty, 
the various experiments made in Macadamizing the 
roads in several places have been attended with 
uniform success—=They are as level and sinvoth 
as a bowling green, and do not appear to be mate- 
rially affected by frosts and thaws. The arrange- 
ments for forming our streets upon this principle 
next season, will it is believed be very extensive.” 

The Ice on the New York canal at Rochester has 
disappeared, and a canal boat had already made its 
appearance. Indeed Spring had fairly arrived, but 
had come upon the villagers so suddeniy, that they 
were first aroused from their winter musings by a 
favorite air upon the bugle, which the helmsman 
gave them while passing the aqueduct across the 
Gennessee river.
